and cure of smallpox and they have in- 
variably stated that the Home Health 
club method is an absolute success. Not 
only as a means of prevention-, but as 
a cure. No ugly pox marks or scars 
are to be found and the disease is not 
at all terrible when properly treated. 
Not a- single family had more than one 
.ease, snd r.o spread of the contagion 
'followed because it is simply killed'. "' 


It is entirely unnecessary to throw 


away or destroy good clothing, betiding, 
etc. 
But,'instead, follow 
the usual 


method of disinfecting. One method cf 
disinfecting the room that has been oc-, 
cupied by a smallpox patient is to first | 
arrange 
the 
clothing and 
bedding! 


around the room in such a manner that I 
while fumigating, every panicle will be I 
reached. This can be done by laying; 
sticks upon the backs cf chairs, from 
one to another, and hanging clothing 
and bedding thereon. Close- the room 
tightly and burn .sulphur candles, keen 
tag the room tightly ciosed for 24 hours 
All washable things should 
then be 


dampened or .placed in a tub of disin- 
fectant water (2 per cent sc-Jution. c-f 
carbolic acid), and carried to the" laun- 
dry, where they should be boiled, for 
30 minutes. 
A thorough ironing (and 


hanging in the sunshine for six hours 
will complete the sterilization'. All fur- 
niture and woodwork of the room should 
be washed over daily for three days 
with the'carbolic aciu water, and if the 
room- is papered, the paper should be 
removed and burned. Clothing thathas 
merely been exposed by having acci- 
dentally come near to a smallpox suf- 
ferer should be sprayed with the dis- 
infectant, ironed with hot 
irons and 


hung in the sun and wind for six hours. 
I would like to go more fully into detail 
regarding the process of sterilization, 
but as most every one knows that when 
nursing the sick with, smallpox it is 
necessary to burn everything that can 
well be burned and is not too great 
waste.

MARKETING THE EGGS. 


They Should Bo Gathered Often and 


Packed -with the Small 


End Down. 


Eggs should be gathered everyday in r 


summer and of tener in winter, unless the 
hen house is warm enough so that the 
eggs will not freeze and burst the shell. 
Put the eggs into a basket with the 
small end down until ready to pack in 
boxes for shipping and keep in a cpol 
room. Then pack in the box with the 
card-board separators, with .the small 
end down. They will keep fresh longer 
if packed in this way than if put into 
the boxes in a haphazard manner.. The 
reason for this is found in the fact thai 
the yolk cannot settle to the shell when 
the small end is put down and the air 
cannot strike the-yolk as long as it does 
not touch the shell. When eggs bring a 
good price it is better.to sell the eggs 
than to raise chickens to sell, for. the 
profit is good ancl there is,not,so great 
an outlay. By all means raise chickens 
when eggs -do not bring a very good 
price. Among the most, prolific layers 
will be found the Black Spanish, ttie 
Black, White and Brown Leghorns, 
Poland, Hambxirg, Creve Coeur and La 
Klocho, which are large.r than Black 
Spanish, hut somewhat similar to them.
